Almost  daily  in  winter  and  quite  often  in  summer  storm 
clouds  gather  about  the  summit  of  Mt.  Hood  and  condense 
themselves  into  a fresh  coating  of  new  snow.  The  night 
following  such  a storm  is  so  clear  and  calm  and  so  bright 
that  I fancy  the  angels  of  heaven,  if  they  are  ever  interested 
in  such  things  at  all,  must  certainly  make  this  the  proper 
time  to  take  notice  of  a picturesque  snow-capped  mountain.
